PEOKIA, nis., July 9.— A major- 


ity of the 1,2OO employes of tbc Cvsa 
Products Refining Company plant at 
Pekin \rvnt on strike today when the 
time limit given tho official* to ac- 
cede to their. demand for * "closed 
shop" expired. 


The plant opened for operation 


this morning and a part of the day 
shift appeared for work. More than 
a hundred strikers soon afterward 
gathered in front of the plant and 
held a. demonstration In protest. 
There was some jeering but no vio- 
lence. 


CHICAGO, July 8. — Five automo- 


bile loads of men, were taken into 
the Corn Products Refining Com- 
pany plant at Argo, a southwestern 
suburb early today In anticipation 
of a repitition of the 'outbreak there 
yesterday iu which two alleged 
strikers were shot and killed and a 
score of persons injured. 
Captain 


Michael Foren, of the Argo police 
department would not affirm or de- 
ny that the men taken into the plant 
were deputy sheriffs, but said that 
"more trouble was expected and that 
necessary steps were being taken to 
prevent It." 


The plant employs 2,000 persons.

Night Battle 


CHICAGO, July 9.—In a battle 


, last night in which more that 100 


i shots 
were 
exchanged 
between 


guards and striking employes of the 
Corn Products Refining Comjpany 
at Argo, two men were killed; three 


probable fatally wounded, and a 
number of others wounded Slightly. 


Although it had not been readily 


established whether the casualties 
occurred among guards or strikers, 
it is believed they are among the 
latter. 


An hour after the first shootins 


a second one occured, in which a 
dozen bullets were exchanged. 
Xo 


one was injured, it was said. How- 
ever, it was learned that the strifc- 
ers have been carrying away their 
wounded companions whenever pos- 
sible, so a complete casualty esti- 
mate Is not possible. 


Following a cuiisultation with of- 


ficials of the plant, the village auth- 
orities of Argo telephoned Chicago 
for aid at 8:30. The situation was 
critical, it was said. Chief of Police 
John. J. Garrlty left for Argo and a 
number of deputies from the sher- 
iff's office were sent out In automo- 
biles. 


The shooting culminated a day of 


tension at Argo, where employes who 
had been organized declared a strika 
In effect to enforce a demand for a 
closed shop. 
There are 2,600 em- 


ployes. 
Union men say 1,900 are 


organized. 
Company officials my 


only 900 are organized. 


.A11 employes of the Argo plant 


are now on strike excepting the elec- 
trical and construction workers and 
they will go wit tomorrow, according 
to union officials. 


A telegram received at union head- 


quarters stated that the company's 
employes at Pekin and Granite CHy 
IU., and Edgewater, N. J., are o 
strike and the plants closed. 


Union officials said the strike wa 


caused by the failure of the officials 
of the company to meet the men and 
discuss the demand for a closed shl?

BERLIN, July 9.—Germany Is to 


quickly return to a peace time finan- 
cial system, said Mathlas Enrberger, 
vice chancellor and minister of fa- 
nance, speaking at Weimar before 
the- German national assembly today. 
Among other things the payment of 
grants to men who, are unemployed 
will be reduced, it was indicated dur- 
ing his address. 


"The empire's needs must be di- 


vided henceforth between home needs 
and indemnities," he said. 
"Tl 


year's expenditures confronting us 
will amount to about 17,500,000,000 
marks. I am firmly resolved to tread 
:he hard path of economy and there- 
fore have given out the watchword 
that from October 1, 1919, 
there 


shall be no more items not detailed 
and there shall be no more war 
funds. 


The first guiding principle is that 


there must be no more unproductive 
expenditures. How are the full re- 
quirements of the empire, new states 
and communes, which may be esti 
mated at 25,000,000,000 marks to 
te covered? 


After citing the returns io the em- 


pire from taxation measures prior to 
end during the war and estimating 
the revenue to be derived from new 
tax bills, Herr Erzberger said: 


"There still remains a 
sum of 


over ten billion marks to be covered. 
1 his calls for a large single levy on 
property and a large tax on business 
turnover, Bat even if these bills are 
passed, the money for the payment 
of Indemnities muat be obtained In 
sorr.o other way." 


TISH R-34 DELAYED 


E FRIDAY 


MINEOI^A. N. Y., July 9.—Again 


today unfavorable winds from the 
east prevented tho 
giant 
dirigible 


from starting on her return trip to 
England. 
British, officers iu charge 


of the R-34, announced that there 
was no prospect that the big airship 
would get away before dawn tomor- 
row. 
It was made clear, however, 


that the start would be made at day- 
break tomorrow or on Friday, for 
at that hour the maximum amount 
of gas could be taken on In the gas 
bags. 


At a distance of some 200 yards, 


the limits to which the visitors to 
Roosevelt field are held by the mili- 
tary police the immense airship pre- 
sents innumerable possibilities and 
many explanations of the probable 
interior mechanism of the monster 
craft have been advanced. 
Officers 


of the United States army and the 
navy aviation sections 
have 
been 


permitted to inspect the ship and 
Captain Samuel T. Moore of the bal- 
loon section of the army today gave 
to the Associated Press representa- 
tive a description of the first lighter- 
than-air ship to cross the Atlantic. 


Over all the R-34 is 640 feet in 


length with four cars or gondolas 
suspended from the cisar-ehaped en- 
velope. The forward gondola is oc- 
cupied by the navigator and pilots 
and from It all parts of the ship are 
controlled 'by means 
of 
speaking 


tubes and bell signals. Here also id 
the mechanism for controlling the 
water ballast tanks. 
Of the 
two 


pilot wheels in this forward car, the 
front wheel controls 
the 
rudder, 


while the side wheel controls the 
elevator planes. 
This car also con- 


tains the navigator's plotting table 
where he makes his charts and here 
also are his navigating instruments. 


In the rear of the forward gondola 


is the wireless room which also holds 


one of the ship's engines. From the 
navigator's car a ladder of aluminum 
runs to the ship proper above. This 
ladder is enclosed and to tho ob- 
server at a distance it resemples a 
tube. 
The two side gondolas each 


contain an engine and are only large 
enough for two men to work. 
rear car holds two engines. 


Inside the bis bag is the deck of 


the ship. 
It runs the greater part 


of tho length of the bag and is only 
nine inches wide except at Its middle 
where It widens out Into a compart- 
ment elg-ht by twenty feet used by 
the officers and crew as a dining sa- 
loon.

PARIS, July 9.—-The chamber of 


deputies today rejected a bUl pro- 
viding for "the immediate raising 
of the state of siege and the sup- 
pression of the censorship, the vote 
being 2S6 to 202. The government, 
represented by Stephen Pichoa, the 
foreign minister, opposed the mea- 
sure. 


The socialist and the republican 


socialists demanded the immediate 
suppression of both the state of 
Pichon declared that this step was 
impossible before the treaty of peace 
becomes effective through its rat- 
ification by threo or more powers. 


The debate closed with a cate- 


gorical statement by the govern- 
ment raising tho question of confi- 
dence on the rejection of the bill, 
the chamber became greatly agitat- 
ed during the. discussion, the social- 
ists and the radicals becoming par- 
ticularly aroused. 6 Victor Dalblez, 
deputy from the eastern Pyreenas 
read a recent resolution adopted by 
the executive committee of the rad- 
ical party calling for' &n immediate 
return to peace conditions. Many 
of the radicals however refused to 
follow their party on this question 
and voted with the government. 


It was remarked in the lobbies 


after the vote that this was the 
second time the government's ma- 
jority had been reduced to hardly 
more than fifty, the smallest margin 
on which any government had con- 
in ued in power since the beginning 
of the war.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR 


A CONTRACT FOR THE COL- 
LECTION AND REMOVAL, OF 
GARBAGE. 
Be It Ordained by the Council of 


the City of Lima, State of Ohio. 


Section 1. That the 
Board 
of 


Public Health of the City of Lima, 
Ohio, through its Health Officer, is 
hereby authorized and directed to 
enter into a contract for the collec- 
tion And removal of garbage in the 
City of Lima, Ohio, in accordance 
with the terms and provisions here- 
of. 


A. The term "Garbage" shall in- 


clude all kitchen refuse, 
also 
all 


vegetable and animal matter that 
will or may decompose and become 
offensive or dangerous to the health. 


B. 
The contract for the collec- 


tion and removal of garbage shall 
be awarded the highest and best bid- 
der for such privilege after adyer- 
Usement, as provided for the let- 
ting of contract involving an expen- 
diture of more than $500.00. The 
bid shall be tor annual payments and 
shall be payable annually at a time 
fixed by said board. 
The 
money 


paid for said privilege shall be cred- 
ited to the Health Fund of the City 
of Lima, Ohio. 


C. 
Such person, firm or corpor- 


ation awarded such contract Is re- 
quired to remove all dead animals 
' found in any public street or way 
in the City of Lima, Ohio, promptly 
after notice and without charge to 
the City of Lima, 


D. The successful bidder shall be 


required to furnish the proper dis- 
posal and dumping ground for said 
garbage. 


E. 
Said contract shall be for a 


period of not less than three years 
nor more than five years, and shall 


bidder 
of 
the 


capacity of not less than ten gal- 
lon; that said cans shall- be collect- 
ed at least once per week through- 
out the year and that same shall be 
sterilized and disinfected after each 
collection. That an empty can shall 
be furnished at the time of the tak- 
ing up of a filled can. 
Said cans 


shall be water tight, shall have a 
close fitting lid and shall have two 
handles. 
Said cans shall be deliv- 


ered to and removed from a suitable 
location at the rear of the premises 
for which It is supplied, 
but not 


above the ground floor.

contract shall be used by more than 
one family or place of business as 
the case may be, and no person, firm
